Hal Boyle, Old Front 
Correspondent, Talks of 
Elusive Truth of War

NEW YORK (AP) - Nobody 


remembers war altogether as it 
happened. No one can tell the 
truth of a battlefield. 


They forget its actuality as 


they grow older, and change it 
to suit their age. 


Nobody can find out. the true 


story of combat, not even five 
minutes after an event occurs. 


A battlefield is a great mys- 


tery while it is being fought. No 
one has the full story then or 
later. 


There is an involvement with 


the enemy. The chaos of clash 
is immediate; it can never be 
accurately reassembled by re- 
call. Too much happens all at 
once. 


That is why I feel a bit sorry 


for those who went back to Nor- 
mandy last week for the 20th 
anniversary of one of mankind's 
more memorable military ad- 
ventures. 


Going back to a place you 


knew in war is a journey even 
more lonesome in peace than it 
was when the ignition of danger 
and the purpose of a mutual en- 
deavor threw a glare upon the 
commonplace. You can never 
quite find what you look for. 


I found this to be true when 


I went back to France five years 
after it was invaded by the Al- 
lies. I found it even more true 
when I went back 10 years after. 


It was my wish to return 


again last week two decades aft- 
er those strident days of thunder 
and nights of flare when the 
breaking of the St. Lo position 
wheeled the Allies toward vic- 
tory. 


But I knew it would be a visit 


into the lost a stroll into legend. 


The moment a situation in war 


changes, it is gone forever. The 
fact of war defeats the recogni- 


tion of it. 


In combat, more than any- 


where else in life, you can never 
go home again. There are too 
many varainces of viewpoints 
for them ever to be fully re- 
conciled. 


Two return to the scene of 


action. Even if it be but an hour 
all is different. What actually 
happened there? One knows a 
part of it another knows anoth- 
er part of it and neither knows 
all. 


Once the bodies are picked up, 


the blood is dried, the position 
is changed, the vehicles are re- 
grouped, the possible truth is 
forever gone. 


Give a battlefield a few days, 


or months, or years, and what 
really happened there is even 
more impossible to find out. 


The soldier returns and looks 


across a field where the grass 
and trees have renewed their 
greenery and forgotten their 
scars; where the stinking bodies 
of cows inflated by death have 
been removed, where a farmer 
walks in duty where a foe once 
held a direness. 


The soldier says: "Yes, it was 


there that I, we, or, no, was it 
over there that? Anyway, I'll 
never forget—Don't you remem- 
ber that the both of us—I think 
you were with me when—It all 
comes back so clear that—" 


But his honest reach for the 


truth is clouded by conjecture. 
It all looks so different. 


Landscapes forget the people 


who fight across them. People 
who try (o remember the land- 
scapes they fought across can 
never come back afterward and 
be quite sure that this is the 
exact place where once they 
fell they learned more about 
life and dealh than they ever 
could afterward.

president? It's hard to figure— 
because of Ihe changing values 
of money and oilier factors—but 
all evidence points to George 
Washington. 


When the father of his coun-

Vernon. 


Translated into today's values 
that might mean $20 million or 
more. 


Though Washington was rich 


in land, slaves and tobacco, he 
was sometimes short of cash.

LEOPOLDVILLE, the Congo 


(AP)-Lights burn late at U.N. 
headquarters 
in Leopoldvllle. 


Senior officers of the world or- 
ganization's Congo army wear 
harassed and even guilty looks. 


The Congo apparently is head- 


ing for dark and violent days, 
but they are getting out. By 
June 30, the Congo's fourth in- 
dependence day, the last of 3,405 
U.N. 
soldiers from 12 nations 


will have gone home, their job 
finished. 


Finished? 


In Kivu, on the Congo s east- 
ern border, Communist-backed 
pygmy-like Bafulero 
warriors 


routed five companies of Congo- 
lese soldiers and threatened Bu- 
kavu, the provincial capital. 
At Albertville, capital of North 
Katanga, a short-lived revolt 
against Provincial President Ja- 
son Sendwe took more than 100 
lives. Wives of two U.N. civil- 
ians were raped. 


Farther west, young warriors 


invaded the South Kasai town of 
Mwene-Ditu and murdered five 
citizens by forcing them to wal- 
low pili-pili, a tiny, fiendishly 
hot red pepper used to season 
food. 


To the 
north, Stanleyvlle, 


once the late Premier Patrice 
Lumumba's area and still a hot- 
bed of extremism, seethes with 
discontent. The central govern- 
ment has named a resident min- 
ister to supervise 
Provincial 


President Paul Isombuma, de- 
prosed by his provincial assem- 
bly but reinstated by Leopold- 
ville. 


In the center, Peking-trained 


ex-Education 
Minister Pierre 


Mulele leads a rebellion in Kwi- 
lu. His warriors also burn and 
kill in neighboring provinces. 


In Lepoldville, nightfall turns 


more than 1.2 million people in 
to prisoners inside their homes. 


A dusk-to-dawn curfew is the 


government's answer to plastic 
bomb attacks against churches, 
electric power installations and 
the capital's railroad to the sea. 
Saboteurs made an unsuccessful 
bid to blow down the wall of 
Makala prison in broad daylight. 


Across the river in Brazza- 


ville, capital of the Congo's sis- 
ter republic, exiled extremists 
plot Premier Cyrille Adoula's vlo 
lent overthrow, bribing soldiers 
to act as hired assassins. 


"These are the darkest days 


since I960," declares, one high 
U.N. officer, recalling the Con- 
golese army mutiny only seven 
days after independence which 
sent the country into an orgy of 
killing, looting, raping, destruc- 
tion and secession. 
. That brought the United Na- 
tions here. 


•?Its rank and file soldiers do 


not try to conceal their impqf 
tience to be gone. Departure 
dates are ringed with red oh 
wall calendars.

, It can be argued that putting 
down the rebellions in Kivu and 
Kwilu is no business of the Unit- 
ed Nations. 


"Lots of countries have intern- 


al security problems," says a 
U.N. 
political official who in- 


sists on remaining anonymous. 
"We have to leave one day— 
we. can't stay here forever.1'' 


To a large extent, the Congo's 


present woes are unfinished bus- 
iness. Four years of crisis-ridden 
independence have been too 
short to solve deep-rooted tribal, 
political and economic 
ques- 


tions. 


Add to this the bewilderment 


of the ordinary Congolese trying 
desperately to belong to the 20th 
century. All the wisdom of his 
tribal forebears means nothing 
when he confronts the complex- 
ities of modern society. 


Add to this a leadership crisis 


that was inevitable the day this 
vast, rich nation was handed by 
its Belgian colonial rulers to 14 
million people of whom less 
than a score had university de- 
grees and even fewer any real 
experience of accepting respon- 
sibility. 


Almost 
all 
observers 
are 


agreed that Adoula and some of 
his close collaborators 
have 


grown in political stature in 
battling for survival. 


But their measures to keep 


the country afloat have been 
misunderstood by the bulk of 
Congolese. The leaders are un- 
popular. 


Piling on the agony is the in- 


efficiency of corruption, laziness 
and tribal favoritism displayed 
by the administration 
Adoula 


commands. He rarely knows 
whether his subordinates will 
obey him. Ministers fight vici- 
ously among themselves. 


Next comes racism. Most Con- 


golese know that their country 
cannot survive without help 
from 
white technicians. 
But 


they resent it. 


On the other side of the ra- 


cial coin, many whites still lump 
all Congolese into tht "macacq ' 
(monkey) category. 


Top this off with a lavish dash 


of cold war—Peking style. Most 
experts on communism here are 
convinced the Chinese are flex- 
ing their muscles in Africa, 
probing for weaknesses. 


The sum of all these factors

Goldwater 
Feels Ike

Barry Goldwater left the 
annual Governors Confer- 


ence feeling confident that Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower will not 
upset his bid for the GOP presi- 
dential nomination, 


The silver-haired senator said 


in an interview Monday night 
that he is convinced the former 
president—about the only man 
who could do so—would not in- 
terfere in Goldwater's headlong 
rush toward the 655 delegate 
votes needed for the nomination. 


Goldwater given an ovation 


on his arrival at a conference 
dinner, stayed to hear Eisenhow- 
er speak. He talked briefly with 
Eisenhower and other 
party 


leaders while table-hopping, then 
flew back to Washington for ac- 
tion on the 
civil rights bill 


amendments. 


"I think President Eisenhower 


is neutral in this situation as he 
has been in the past," Goldwater 
said. "I do not think he has 
changed his position and I do 
not expect him to take any ac- 
tion that would be aimed at 
blocking me." 


Goldwater said that in the 


absence of any expressed oppo- 
sition from Eisenhower he is 
confident he will get the nomi- 
nation at the mid-July San Fran- 
cisco convention. He added that 
he thinks he has a good chance 
of defeating President Johnson 
in November.

Civil Rights 
Bill 'Won't

MONTGOMERY, Ala. (AP) 


Gov. George C. Wallace of Ala- 
jama says that if the civil rights 
bill is enacted, "it will be re- 
pealed in two to four years." 


"I'm not advocating disobedi- 


ence of any law," Wallace said 
in an interview. "But people, 
North and South, are going to 
resent and resist this. It will 
take a police state to enforce it. 


"It's a severe attack on pri- 


vate property and free enter- 
prise, and when people realize 
this, the law will be repealed in 
two to four years." 


Wallace said he is convinced 


that feeling over the racial is- 
sue was an important factor in 
Sen. Barry Goldwater's victory 
over Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller 
of New York in the California 
lepublican presidential primary 


former editor said he 


didn't think Hawkins or any ol 
his friends would show up for 


June 2. 


As 
for 
Rockefeller's state, 


Wallace said: "New York al- 
ready has all those civil rights 
aws on the books and New 
York has more problems today 
;han any other state in the un- 
ion." 


Answering a question, he said 


he has no plans to organize a 
nationwide movement to work 
for repealing the civil rights bill 
if or when it becomes law. "I 
won't put myself up for that," 
Wallace said, "but I'll do my 
part as best I know how." 


Judging from Wallace's out-of- 


statc mail, it appears that he 
has won much support for his 
position on civil rights. 


Since he entered Democratic 


presidential primaries in three 
states, an aide said, nearly 250,- 
000 letters have come to Him, 
Wallace got 27 per cent of the 
vote in Wisconsin, 34 per cent in 
Indiana, and 42.7 per cent in 
Maryland. 


Examination of the letters and 


telegrams showed they came 
from virtually every part of the 
nation. 


Many 
originated 
in • large 


Northern cities 
where racial 


problems have arisen in' the past 
year. Many others, 
however, 


bore the postmarks of small 
communities. 


"Had I known 1 was going to 


do so well in those primaries," 
Wallace said, "I would have 
gone into California."
